The rising at Moscow Is also 


more likely to have greater results In- 
dustrially, and politically than that of 
St. Petersburg.

bly Knarkoff, where large locomotive 
works are located, already have com- 
pleted plans for a general suspension 
of work.

AMEND AND ENFORCE THE LAWS. 


REIGN of terror In the midst of a peace-loving 
and law-abiding people has existed In Western Ne- 


vada for mort than three years. But never has this fact 
been so apparent as last Friday, when every man. woman 
and child in Reno was startled at the dreadful intelli- 
gence that on Innocent woman and a helpless family of 
t-hlldren had been murderously assaulted by another rep- 
resentative of this type of criminal. For a moment the 
hearts and tongues of the people were almost paralyzed 
und then theli' righteous and universal Indignation began 
to mutter a protest. So .keenly did the people feel this 
outrage and so desperate did they become that It was 
almost expressed In mob violence, and so alarmed did the 
irtlcers of the law become that it was necessary to re- 
move from the county Jail by strategy three men confined 
there under a charge of murder to a place of safety at the 
State Prison. 


Dreadful as the things of which we have just been 


speaking, they are little worse than other similar tragedies 
have been during the last few months, for during the last 
two years not less than from eight to a dozen desperate, 
and for the most part malicious, murders have occurred 
In Washoe County, and of other law breakers whose deeds 
of violence have made life and property unholy.and the 
home unAafe, there have been and is a veritable, army. A 


few of these rogues have been brought to justice and sent 
to prison for a short time, only to come again to--defy the 
law, devastate property and slay the innocent. And so far 
as we can see this state of affairs will .90 on until Washoe 
County and Nevada secure relief in the creation and en- 
forcement of more restrictive laws. 


It la not enough to say that it is more law that we 


need, but enforcement of the laws that we already have. 
We need both,. Western Nevada has been one of the most 
inviting fields for good and bad people in the entire West. 
Our liberal laws have made it especially Inviting in some 
districts for saloon men of the lowest and worst type 
who have found It difficult to ply their unproductive bus- 
iness elsewhere. This has precipitated upon us, in no 
small numbers, a class of people that have always been 
and always will be hard to keep within the bounds of law 
and order. This, together with the other fact that the 
large construction enterprises that have been going on In 
Nevada, via: Railroad construction and the construction of 
our Irrigating system, accounts in some measure for the 
large and dangerous criminal element with which. we 
have had to contend. 


As to the remedy: It Is not In mob violence, not In the 


organisation of large bands of outraged and indignant 
cltlsens in the presence of 
provoking 
and * malicious 


crime, but in those same citizens through their chosen 
legislators now In session in Carson City, to enact such 
legislation as will result In the minimising of the crim- 
inal element, and therefore of the crime of the commu- 
nity. 


Our law makers, we are persuaded, will only need ta 


feel that they have a decided and well grounded public 
sentiment to support them to bring forth regulations that 
will result, not In the extermination of saloons, gamb- 
ling Institutions and so on, but In the regulation of them 
by a more sane and rational license, the putting of theh 
business Into the hands of a better class of men, and thus 
giving relief to the fearfully strained condition of things 
that we now have. 


Reno and Nevada now have an opportunity that comes 


to communities but rarely, but It must be acknowledged 
with shame that our 
reputation outside 
of the 
state 


is anything but enviable. There are citizens that will 
petition our legislature for laws and regulations that will 
save our good name Ht home and abroad. And there are 
law makers and law enforcers 
that will 
be 
brave 


enough and wise enough to frame and enforce such laws 
as shall enlist th* • co-operation and. pride of every good 
man and woman in Nevada.

Tnere- 
fore. It was found necessary to limit 
application of the proposed law to 
cases arising after Us passage. The 
saving clause Inserted In the bill Is nec- 
essary for the further renson that 
otherwise, the predicament would arise 
of haying repealed the only law which 
constitutionally could apply and hav- 
ing passed one which constitutionally 
could not apply, resulting In the negro
